WASHINGTON (AP* — Tnt 
foundation headed by Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Doug­ 
las has cashed in a $2 million 
jackpot in selling its stock iii a 
firm which owns three Las Ve­ 
gas casinos.

Monday the holdings were sold 
in early March—two years after 
Douglas had described the stock 
as “ an irrevocable gift ” 
The Supreme Court justice 
has drawn fire in Congress over 
his salary as president of Tile 
.Albert Parvin Foundation and 
its ownership ties with plush 
Las Vegas gambling palaces. 
Douglas has been paid ap­ 
proximately 
$85,000 over 
the 
last seven years as the Founda­ 
tion’s only salaried officer, tax 
records show. 
Justice Douglas, reached in 
Bellingham, Wash., where he 
was speaking Monday, declined 
comment. 
Gambling Casinos 
Justice Abe Forlas resigned 
from the Supreme Court last 
week amid congressional rum ­ 
blings of impeachment in the 
controversy over a $20,000 check 
from the family foundation cf 
convicted 
financier 
Louis 
E. 
Wolf son. 
Congressmen have called for 
an investigation of Douglas and 
his foundation's stock in Par- 
vin-Dohrm arn Co., which owns 
the Stardust, Frem ont and Aladr 
din hotels and casinos.

Disclosed in a telephone inter­ 
view Monday that 21,791 shares

times the value listed for the 
foundation’s 
Parvin-Dohrmann 
stock 
when 
Justice 
Douglas’ 
role first became known to the 
public in 1966 
“ Irrevocable Gift’* 
At that time. Douglas wrote 
Chief Justice E arl Warren: 
'There has been criticism of 
the (stock) portfolio at the foun­ 
dation. Except for minor items, 
the selection of the portfolio wa* 
made solely by Mr. 
(Albert) 
Parvin and was transferred by 
him to the foundation as an irre­ 
vocable gift.”

{adopted a program calling for major highway 
{improvements to be undertaken “in the fiscal 
•year ending June OO, 1971" in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 
The program provides for projects in Alger, 
■Chippewa, Delta, Gogebic, Iron and Marquette 
Scounties at a total estimated cost of about $15.- 
1585,000 of the proposed $60,000,000 to be spent 
;jn the state. 
It would include two projects in Alger Coun­ 
ty , one in Chippewa County, one in Gogebic 
•County, five in Marquette County and the big­ 
gest one — 5.9 miles of U. S. 2 freeway in Delta 
►County from M-35 in Gladstone to Rapid River 
I— in Delta County.

This isn’t the first time the Upper Penin­ 
sula has been promised highways, but the fact 
[remains that woeful few dollars have been ex­ 
tended in the U. P. in recent years. Instead pro­ 
jects scheduled years ago are still being delayed. 
Witness: 
“The section of freeway to be built between 
Gladstone and Rapid River is the first step in 
the eventual construction of a freeway across 
‘the Upper Peninsula to be built starting in 1966. 
jOther sections will be built during the 1970s 
‘and it’s our hope that the entire route nill be 
built to freeway standards by 1980,” said John C. 
’blackie, state highway commission. July 25,1963. 
At that time the estimated cost of the Glad- 
Stone-Rapid River project was $3.3 million. 
On April 6. 1966, after an announcement in 
January, 1966, that bids on the project would be 
taken in March, State Highway Director Howard 
IE. Hill reported that the job was off until Jan­ 
uary, 1969, because of a lack of funds. Since 
then, further delays have been announced and 
now comes the announcement that the project 
is included in the 1974 planning. 
Hill, in 1966. said that the need for an in­ 
crease in the state gas and weight tax could 
provide the funds to reinstate the project, “Were 
the legislature to approve the increases, costing 
the average motorist about the price of a pack­ 
age of cigarets a week, we could reinstate these 
projects postponed because funds are lacking,” 
Hill said.

The legislature, of course, did enact the tax 
proposals, but January, 1969, came and passed 
and not a single inch of freeway work is under­ 
way. This summer, in fact, there is no state 
highway project scheduled for the Upper Pen­ 
insula except for some “patching” jobs in a few’ 
areas. 
That’s why ifs interesting to note, accord­ 
ing to the Highway Commission announcement, 
that the Upper Peninsula projects a r e pro­ 
grammed for the “fifth year of the Commis­ 
sion’s continuing five-year program” and be­ 
sides bringing up the rear there is another 
“hooker” on the program. 
“The portion of the program approved today 
Is based on projected costs and availability of 
funds.” the announcement said. “The Commis­ 
sion cautioned that inflationary price increases, 
periodic freezes on federal aid such as occurred 
in 1967-68, or diversion of highway funds to 
other purposes w’ould have a detrimental effect 
on the amount of work that ultimately can be 
undertaken.”

The Upper Peninsula baa heard the words 
“availability of funds,” “inflationary price in­ 
creases,” “freezes on federal aid” and “diver­ 
sion of highway funds to other purposes” be­ 
fore. In this light, it’s extremely difficult to put 
much stock in an announcement that schedules 
highway improvements for the Upper Peninsula 
in 1974. The words sound encouraging, but have 
a hollow ring. 
An estimated cost of $3.3 million to build 
the Gladstone-Rapid River freeway in 1966 al­ 
ready has blossomed to $5.1 million. By 1974, 
how much will it cost? 
In recent years, when a choice was to be 
made between construction in I/>wer Michigan 
or in the Upper Peninsula, the U. P. was left 
holding the empty bag. One need only drive the 
section of highway between Gladstone and Rapid 
River or between Rapid River and Manistique in 
the summer tourist season to discover how em­ 
pty that bag was. 
Now, it appears, that the earliest date the 
Gladstone-Rapid River project is scheduled is 
1974, on the tail end of a five-year program to 
boot. 
Gov. William Milliken this summer will 
make the appointment of one member to the 
State Highway Commission. The Upper Penin­ 
sula can only hope that he chooses an Upper 
Peninsula resident, a strong person who can 
speak articulately for the entire population. 
Ifs about time the Upper Peninsula was 
given a fair shake in highway construction. 
“In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1974” 
isn’t fair at all.

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Pollution Problems 
Big For Michigan 


EDITORS NOTE: Michigan’s 
water* are being choked by pol­ 
lutant* *t an ever increasing 
rate. The state has put together 
a SI 
billion plan to halt the 
growth of pollution. That Is on­ 
ly the beginning of the fight to 
clean 
up 
the water in and

These are but a few of the 
many aspects of the water pol­ 
lution problem facing the state 
of Michigan. 
Voters have authorized $.'135 
million in bonds to control wa­ 
ter pollution, pain of the state’s

program 
to attack 
the problem. 
Must Correct 
“This sam e technology which 
resulted in pollution mu.d now 
he harnessed 
to correct 
it.” 
says Gov William G. Milliken. 
But the stale’s immediate ef­ 
forts are not aimed at making 
iou I and polluted waler clean 
and pure. 
Tney 
are simply 
aimed at 
slowing the rapid growth of pol­ 
lution. 
Efforts to halt the tide so far 
have failed, and authorities say 
it will be a decade—probably 
longer — before the accelera­ 
tion of the problem can 
be 
•topped. 
“ It will be a really trem en­ 
dous accomplishment if we iust 
half 
the 
acceleration,” 
says 
Ralph MacMullan, director of 
the 
Michigan 
Departm ent 
of 
Natural Resources. 
And unt.l we are able to stop 
the rising rate of pollution, he 
said, the state won’t be able to 
reverse the process and begin 


restoring waters to then- natural 
condition. 
Nutrients (log Lakes 
Nutrients in the form of phos­ 
phorous and nitrogen flow into 
lakes and rivers at an increas­ 
ing rate, sparking an explosion 
of 
single-celled 
plankton 
and 
other forms of plant life that 
eventually choke the surface of 
the w ater and speed-up the na­ 
tural aging process of a lake. 
Dr. Marvin E Stephenson, a 
m em ber of the Michigan State 
University institute of water re­ 
search, said studies reveal that 
rivers flowing into Lake Michi­ 
gan from Manistee south to the 
Indiana line carried about 7.- 
000 pounds of phosphorous a 
day into the lake in 1963. 
By 1969. this total exceeded 
18.000 pounds per day, he said. 
Industries continue to dump 
inorganic m atter in the form of 
oil, phenol, chlorides and other 
chemicals into stream s that kill 
aquatic life and create chemi­ 
cal imbalances in the water. 
The W ater Resources Commis­ 
sion has issued orders to most 
industries to provide some form 
of treatm ent. 
Installation of these controls, 
however, is several years away. 
And some unscrupulous opera­

are

•tate mandates. 
Bootleggers Hired 
Unable to dispose of waste oil, 
operators hire bootleggers who 
fill huge oil tank trucks and in 
the dark of night dump the 
waste oil into stream s along­ 
side roadways. 
In March, a bootleg waste oil 
slick covered eight miles of the 
Clinton River from Mount Clem­ 
ens to Lake St. Clair. 
“The water was covered in 
thick 
sheets 
the 
entire 
dis­ 
tance,” said one official. At the 
sam e time, nearly 7,000 gallons 
was 
dumped 
in 
the 
Bassett 
Drain and another 1,000 gallons 
in Galloway Creek. 
Such actions were unheard of 
before 
stringent 
regulations 
went into effect, officials said. 
Organic pollution in the form 
of raw municipal and industrial 
sewage continues to impair wa­ 
ters, forming sludge banks that 
absorb oxygen from the water 
and suffocate animal and plant 
life. 
The state estimates that to 
help cure this problem munici­ 
palities will need a total of 218 
new .sewage treatm ent plants by 
1980. In addition, improvements 
will have to be made on 229 ex­ 
isting plants. 
Cost $570 Million 
This w'iil cost an estimated 
S570 million, said Ralph Purdy, 
executive secretary of the Wa­ 
ter Resources Commission. 
Plans also have been made for 
extensive construction of $480 
million for collecting sewer sys­ 
tems and another $60 million for 
control of storm wrater over­ 
flows to half the direct dis­ 
charge of raw sewage into pub­ 
lic water. 
The facilities were to have 
been financed by the $3.35 mil­ 
lion water pollution bond issue 
that was expected to total SI .2 
billion when coupled with feder­ 
al and local funds.

“ We feel we may be getting 
close to a pesticide level that

because more than a normal 
number of young fish are dy­ 
ing.” said Robert Reinert, an 
aquatic biologist with the U.S. 
Bureau of Commercial Fisher­ 
ies. 
Pesticides also are threaten­ 
ing to destroy the multi-million 
dollar commercial fishing indus­ 
try on the G reat Lakes because 
levels of DDT are higher than 
perm itted by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 
The two hardest hit species 
are Lake trout and Coho salmon, 
Reinert said. 
DDT also has been blamed for 
the drastic reduction in popula­ 
tion of fish-eating birds along 
the G reat Lakes. 
The pesticide causes the birds 
to lay eggs with extremely thin 
shells that break in the nest, 
said Joseph J. Hickey, a Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin ecologist.

More Problems

tom sediment into deeper G reat 
Lakes’

—Experts call for more re­ 
search to find better and cheap­ 
er ways of treating sewage, but 
funds only trickle in to pay for 
the research. 
—Taxpayers turn down spe­ 
cial millage elections to pay tor 
improved sewage treatm ent fa­ 
cilities. 
—Municipalities fail to claim 
available funds. In fiscal 1967, 
the W ater Resources Commis­ 
sion said, federal funds were

“We’re trying to rebuild the 
herring stock,” he says.
